Flowers  usually  do  best  in  a rich  light  garden  soil 

not  too  wet  or  too  dry.  Some  succeed  fainy  well  if 
not  too  rich.  Decomposed  manure  is  beneficial  to  nearly 
all  plants.  Asters.  Pansies  and  most  bulbs,  etc.,  like 
plemy  of  moistuie  (a  rich  soil  well  watered),  whhe  Poriu- 
lacca  will  not  start  till  weather  is  wturm.  Most  plants 
wanted  early  can  be  started  in  fine  soil  in  a sunny  win- 
dow In  the  house,  great  care  being  taken  to  keep  moist 
and  warm.  Some  hardy  seeds  will  start  well  outdoors 
If  sown  early,  but  many  wul  rot  If  earth  is  cold  and  wet. 
Nice  mellow  beds  can  be  prepared  outside  for  the  hardier 
seeds  when  weather  Is  warm  and  they  can  be  trans- 
planted from  these  when  large  enough. 

ANNUALS  are  plants  which  bloom  first  season  from 
seed  and  then  perish.  Those  like  balsams.  Nasturtiums 
and  Zinnias,  which  are  easily  killed  by  frost,  are  called 
half-hardy  annuals.  Seeds  of  these  should  be  sown.  If 
wanted  for  early,  In  the  house,  but  most  sorts  wl.l  do 
better  If  sown  outside  In  a nicely  prepared  bed  and 
transplanted  to  rich  soil  where  wanted.  All  plants  shou  d 
be  kept  free  from  weeds,  not  crowded,  and  be  well 
cultivated. 


PERENNIA1S  are  our  hardy  plants  which  live  year 
after  year;  tender  Perennials  must  be  kept  In  house 
during  winter.  Hardy  Perennials  are  such  plants  a a 
Pansies,  hollyhocks,  Sweet  Wliiiam,  Rocket,  etc.  Most 
of  these  will  not  bloom  till  aecund  season,  'these  ;»nd 
biennials  are  often  benefited  by  a covering  of  hemlock 
boughs,  straw  or  something  which  will  protect  from  th* 
sun  and  not  smother  plams. 

BIENNIALS  produce  plants  first  season  which  blossom, 
mature  seeds  and  die  the  second  seas-n,  suc.i  as  Canter- 
bury Bell,  DigitcJls,  etc.  Tney  require  abu,.t  tho  same 
treatment  as  perennials,  and  like  them  are  often  bene- 
fited by  a slight  covering  of  evergreen  boughs  in  winter 
and  spring;  these  should  hold  the  snow  and  keep  sun- 
shine olf,  but  not  smotner  the  plants. 

GREENHOUSE  SEEDS  require  the  greatest  care  and 
should  De  carefully  sown  In  a box  or  flowerpot  in  light, 
fine  etwlh,  kept  at  a temperature  of  about  70  degreea 
Always  remember  they  need  to  be  moist  (not  wet),  and 
warm.  A pane  of  glass  over  a flowerpot  or  a wet  cloth 
or  paper  will  help  hold  moisture.  When  well  up  trans- 
plant carefully  as  required.
